Decrease Crime Is 


WASHINGTON, Jan 23. —(;r>- 


To bring about positive reforms 
which will decrease criminality" is 
the primary objective of the Hoo- 
ver law enforcement commission as 
outlined by its chairman, George 
W. Wickersham. 


Delivering a radio address last 


night, he said prohibition was "only 
a part and not the most important 
part" of the commission's general 
problem, although it had devoted a 
great deal of its attention to the 
"dry" statutes. 


"What is the crime wave so con- 


stantly spoken of in current dis- 
cussion, and why Ja it not more ef- 
fectively dealt with?" he said was 
the first question the commission 
sought to answer. "Especially what 
are the difficulties found in the 
enforcement of the prohibition law, 
and what improvements may 
be 


suggested for speedy adoption, to 
remove the obstacles to the admin- 
istration of this particular law?" 


Wickersham described the steps 


which led to the recommendations 
made last week to congress, as- 


serting that at an early date "cer- 
tain things appeared obvious to the 
commission." 


He defined 
the 
disputed con- 


stitutionality of the commission's 
proposal that legislation be pass- 
ed enabling United States commis- 
sioner's to try minor violations of 
the prohibition laws. This recom- 
mendation had been criticized 
as 


possibly involving a denial of the 
right of trial by jury. 
He said no change affecting "so 


contentious a subject as prohibi- 
tion" could 
be 
affected without 


arousiryr 
opposition 
somewhere, 


and that although 
opposition to 


the commission's recommendations 
had appeared, they could, neverthe- 
less, be adopted by congress. 


There is, he continued, a "great 


body of calm, balanced sentiment" 
in the coutnry, which "believes in 
obedience to the law," and which 
at times "exercises a strong pres- 
sure upon political opinion," and he 
said the commission looks to this 
"body of public opinion for sup- 
port for its recommendations."

He contend- 
ed that French colonial interests, 
its divided coast line, and the nec- 
essity for linking the home nation 
with its colonies and protection of

demanded ade- 


quate naval strength. 


Colonel Henry L. Stfmson, head 


of the American delegation, delay- 
ed his opening statement, prefer- 
ring to develop the French view- 
point more fully. 


M. Tardieu 
quoted 
from 
the 
French memorandum to tho Brit- 
ish government of December 20 
statistics to show the extent of 
French colonial interests, 
saying 


that French ports on three seas 
made it necessary to keep 
the 


navy divided

quadrupled. He declared that much 
depended upon whether, in case of 
trouble, any international collabo-

Observers considered that

French attitude, 
which involved 


among other things disinclination 
to grant naval 
parity to 
Italy, 


marked leanings toward use of sub- 
marines, and advocacy of restric- 
tion by global tonnage rather than 
by category, probably would prove 
one of the most troublesome fac- 
tors Jn the negotiations. 


Conversations between the Brit- 


ish, American and French delega- 
tions were believed, however, to 
have 
smoothed 
somewhat 
the 


French differences with the other 
powers. 


Neither in today's session nor in 


tho lesser gatherings of the dele- 
gates during the past two days 
was to give a fair clearer outline to 
obstacles to be overcome if the 
five-power treaty is to be signed. 


All these exchanges disclosed a 


situation which may be summariz- 
ed as follows: 
First, that some real discussion 


will be necessary to clothe with 
detail the Anglo-American agree- 
ment of naval parity, but both na- 
tions are confident of success. 


Second, that Japanese insistence 


on a larger place in the naval 
world than given her in the naval 
world than given her in the Wash- 
ington treaty may require a care- 
ful examination of this whole sub- 
ject. 
Third, that France's reluctance 


to sign a five-power pact definite- 
ly curtailing her large projected 
building program remains a diffi- 
cult, but not necessarily impossible, 
obstacle. 


Fourth, that Italy's demand for 


parity with Franco is a delicate 
question requiring the best efforts 
of the negotiations. 


Suggestions that tho abolition of 


battleships 
and 
submarines 
be 


pressed seemed to have been side- 
tracked rather definitely. 
It was 


felt by various delegats, including 
the Americans that the Mediterra- 
nean security pact suggested 
by 


France also was being put into the 
background, perhaps for considera-, 
tion at a late European confer- 
ence.

bly Spain, consultated in any such 
negotiations.

be the greatest of all Eng- 
lish speaking generals. 


In four years, faced witli

feated in but two battles, the 
one at Gettysburg, the other 
that running fight from Pe- 
tersburg 
to 
Appamatox | 
.when, already, the heart ofj 
the Confederacy had ceased 
to beat. He lost Gettysburg 
because Stuart, the eyes of 
>his army, was allowed to go 


off on a raid, and, cut off by 
superior 
forces, did 
not 


reach Gettysburg in time to 
keep Lee informed ; and be- 
cause Longstreet, stubborn- 
ly convinced that the battle 
should be fought elsewhere, 
failed to fully do his duty. 
But in spite of this he said, 
as he should have said, when 
that battle was over. 
"The 


fault is all mine. 1 lost the 
battle." 


Of the six great leaders 


with whom his name is now 
placed, he stands out as the 
only one who did not fight 
for conquest or for glory. He 
fought only for his people 
and his honor. 


He did not murmur at the 


injustice, the abuse and the 
humiliations that were in- 
flicted upon him when the 
war was ended. He refused 
to take lucrative positions, 
because he knew they who 
would employ him were but 
buying his name. He went, 
when the opportunity came, 
to the little village of Lex- 
ington, to Washington Col- 
lege which afterwards was 
renamed 
Washington and 


Lee, and there quietly trying 
to do all that he could to re- 
build his state and the col- 
lege, he died. So humble 
was his spirit that he wrote 
no memoir and discouraged 
those who would do so. Yet 
his fame has reached over 
the, world and nations who 


great heroes of their 


o/f'n do not hesitate to place 


name with all others.. 


He abandoned his home

than $30,000.000 had been brought to 
Dallas by Southern Methodist un- 
iversity in 15 years of operation, 
figures gathered for C. C. .Selec- 
man, president, show. 


The tabulation gives a total of 
$28,015,913 spent by the university 
and its students, while-$1,500,000 is 
given as having been spent in 15 
years by'families brought here by 
educational facilities of S. M. U.. 
On Da.llas' cash investment of $1,- 
357,0000 in the university in fifteen 
years, the school has paid 2220 per- 
cent, or more than $22 for every $1 
cash given by the city to obtain 
the institution. 
Expenditures of students and the 
university for current year, includ- 
ed in the total, amount to $3,261,632 
or more than twice as much in a 
year as Dallas has contributed in 
fifteen years. 
"It is easy to count the financial 


dividends paid by a large institu- 
tion, like S. M. U.," said Mr. Se- 
lecman, "but it Is difficult to esti- 
mate the intangible return made 
to the state and the southwest by 
this Institution for Christian edu- 
cation. Its greatest dividents are 
the cultural and spiritual contribu- 
tions it makes."

extra long bill. It is a water bird,

provement of the foreign service 
of the state department. 


Although (he total of the bill 


shows an increase of only. 51,650.164 
over appropriations for the current 
year, the extraordinary outlay of 
$8,4997,000 for the taking of 
the 
census by the commerce depart- 
ment, as compared to the $19,000,- 
000 appropriated 
for 
the same 


purpose for the current year, 
re- 
flects a reduction in the grand tc- 
Ital for the department of $10,503,- 
000 which is more apparent than 
real. 
The committee estimated that 


the "actual increase for the 
com- 
merce department was more than 
S5.000.000. 
However, the bill was 


$172,687 less than the budget esti- 
mates, and the permanent and in- 
definite appropriations amounted 
to but $153,233.

(/P)—The worst r a i l r o a d 
crossing accident in Ohio in 
a year today killed nine 
small children and the driv- 
er of the bus in which they 
were riding, 
at 
Sheldon 


Road, near Berea, Ohio 15 
miles from Cleveland. One other 
child was seriously injured.

mail train struck the bus squarely 
in the middle.

was educated in the schools of Vir- 
ginia and later entered West Point 
nt the age of 18. He became one of 
the outstanding military engineers 
and leaders of the world, nnd has 
been rated as equal to Alexander 
the Great and Napoleon, the spelt- 
er declared.
